Geneva, April 13 <^P) — Italy and 


Ethiopia directed new charges of vio- 
lation of the International conven- 
tions of war against one another to- 
day on the eve of peace conversa- 
tions. 


The Italian government declared 


in a telegram to the League of Na- 
tions that It was observing and 
would observe the laws of war, but 
that It must punish "every inhuman 
atrocity committed by its adversary 
in contempt of every principle of Jaw 
and morality." 


An Ethiopian government message 


said the armies of Emperor Halle 
Selassie also conformed to interna- 
tional agreements regulating 
the 


conduct of warfare, despite alleged 
violations by the Fascist armies. 


The Addis Ababa government con- 


ceded that Individuals, in isolated 
cases, might have "reacted" against 
the Italian methods, but said steps 
had been taken in such cases to im- 
pose punishment. 


Emperor Haile Selassie himself 


sent a direct message, protesting 
against the slowness with which the 
League conciliation committee of 13 
was setting peace negotiations in 
progress. 


The exchange of recriminations 


came while Salvador De Madariaga 
of Spain, chairman of the concilia- 
tion committee, was preparing to 
open tomorrow peace talks between 
Baron Pompeo Alois!. Premier Mus- 
solini's Geneva spokesman, and Ethi- 
opian representatives.

Addis Ababa, April 13 (ff)— Nine 


Italian planet flew over Ethiopia's 
capital today, throwing the populace 
Into panic. Just as a government 
spokesman said Emperor Halle. Se- 
laaale was leading » movement of 
100,000 freih warriors to the North- 
ern front. 
' The Fascist aerial squadron ap- 
peared out of the north, completed 
its flight over the city and turned 
back to the northern front 


The fliers apparently were bent 


only oh a scouting mission, dropping 
no bombs. On their last previous ap- 
peataaee nine days ago the Italian 
pilots attacked the Addis Ababa air- 
drome bat refrained then from bom- 
barding the capital Itself. 


The government spokesman said 


Emperor Halle Selassie was carry- 
in* on energetically his personal di- 
rection of the war with Italy. 


The reserve manpower was dis- 


patched to defensive positions from 
Lake Tana, sphere of British influ- 
ence la the northwest, to Lake As- 
haaft la the central sector 100 miles 
north ot Dessye, centering about 
Waldle, scene of aa earlier Ethiopian 
defeat.

IRAQ AND IRAN END 


BOUNDARY DISPUTE 


Important River WM Chief 


Bone of Contention. 


Washlaaton.—Iraq and Iran (Persia) 


recently settled themselves, • boun- 
dary dispute so serious that It ba4 
br*>n taken to the Lea«u« of NaQons. 
The bone of contention was the Shaft- 
si-Arab, a river formed br the con- 
fluence of tbe Tigris and Euphrates 
tirert, flowing into the Persian gulf. 


"The Shatt-al-Arab't importance t* 


Iraq and Iran Is not apparent upon 
flrxt glance at tbe nap," says the Na- 
tional Geographic locletj. 


"Only 54 miles of the rlrer, stretch- 


ing from 16 miles below Basra to th* 
Persian fait, are of commercial im- 
portance to both countries. More than 
800 steamers sail up the Shatt-al-Ara» 
each year to Basra, Iraq, and to Aba- 
dan, a busy port of Iran. Tons of silt 
are carried down the rfter annually. 
In flood times the silt enriches farms 
along the rlrer banks. 


Silt a Blasting and Curst, 


"While silt la s blessing to fanners, 


It Is a curse to mariners. At Fao, m 
seaport near the mouth of the Shatt- 
al-Arab, It piles up in a crescent. 
ihaped bar which Is a hindrance t» 
natation. Channels across the bar 
frequently shift and hare to be dredged 
continually. 
Along the rirer's lower 


reaches, the reed and grass-covered 
banks are composed of mud so soft 
that It is almost Impossible to land on 
them. 


"Once across the bar, ocean steamers 


can ascend the Shatt-al-Arab for near- 
ly 93 of its 123 miles. Its average 
depth is from 20 to 85 feet, Its average 
width 500 to eOO yards, 


"Tbe trip upstream gives one lively 


glimpses of the life of the region. On 
the banks one catches sight of ducks 
and snipes, wild hogs, and herds of 
cattle and buffaloes feeding on vegeta- 
tion that extends down to the water's 
edge. 
Both banks of the river are 


green. Gardens and groves stretch In- 
land for from 1,000 yards to two miles 
Grains, opium, hemp, lentils, and dates 
are produced. 


"When one buys a package of dried 


dates In a local shop, the chances an 
It came from Iraq, via the Shatt-al- 
Arab, for Iraq produces more than half 
of the world anpply. in 1933-S4 it ex- 
ported 114,300 tons of dates. 
Estl- 


mates place nearly one-third of tn« 
world's date palms In Iraq, or some 
80,000,000 trees. At least half of these 
are concentrated along the Shatt-al- 
Arab. Near Basra, date groves form 
an unbroken stretch of over 36 miles 
along the river bank. 


Oil Piped 140 Miles. 


"Iran also jrows manj dates, export- 


ing about 40,000 tons to the British 
empire In good years. A largo pro- 
portion of Iran's 10,000,000 date palms 
grow along the Shatt-al-Arab. 


"Many of the steamers ascendlnr 


the- Shatt-al-Arsb stop at Abadan, an 
Iranian port 'of 40,000 -Inhabitants. 
Here Is-tecattd a refinery of tbe-Anglo- 
Ferslan Oil companj, Into which oil 
is piped from Iranian oil flelda 140 
miles away.
